In this table no account is taken of 
increased employment. 
A detailed ex­ 
hibit of this important branch of the 
subject would doubtless show that the 
number of men who are now receiving 
the Increased rate of wages is nearly 
double the number which received the 
lower rate of wagps paid four years 
ago In the Pittsburg district. 
Four 
years ago, an equivalent length of time 
after the enactment of the Wilson free- 
trade tariff, scarcely more than one- 
half the workers of the Pittsburg dis­ 
trict could command steady employ­ 
ment at the then lower rate of wages. 
Today, two years after the enactment 
of the Dingley tariff, not only 
are 
wages much higher, but the supply of 
labor is not equal to the demand. Again 
let the free-trade World tell the story: 
“ When Mr. Bryan, the aspirant for 
the Democratic 
presidential 
nomina­ 
tion, recently visited Homestead, he 
ai'ked a colored man employed there 
what wages he made a day. 
' 
“ 'Oh, about $6 when I work 
full 
time,’ was the answer. 
“Mr. Bryan did not ask any more 
questions. 
“Even the Iron peddlers, whose work 
among the furnaces of molten iron is 
about as humble and hard as it can be, 
come in for a share In the general pros­ 
perity.

Yet only a few years ago the puddlers 
were a drug in the market as a result 
of the improved machine methods in­ 
troduced to take their place. 
“In the phenomenal revival of trade 
In the Pittsburg Klondike the puddler 
has been summoned again aa a matter 
of necessity. 
His pay a year ago wa* 
$4 per ton. Now it is $5. With a help­ 
er, whom he pays, he can make $7.50 
or $8 a day. 
Only a very small per­ 
centage of the mills can secure all the 
puddlers they want. 
“There were two manufacturers at 
th* headquarters of the Amalgamated 
association 
today seeking 
puddlers. 


“ ‘Some of the mill men,* said Mr 
Taylor, ‘have .long lines of ore, coa 
and freight cars in 
their 
yards, a1 
loaded with material. 
They have no 
storage facilities of their own, and use 
Hie cars. 
There are 9,000 tons of coal 
locked in cars and awaiting delivery. 
” ‘The rush comes every summer, but 
business is 
very 
much greater tiff 
year than for many years past.’ 
“River 
transportation 
is 
choked 
with the immense amount of business 
quite as badly as are the railways 
Thousands of tons of iron and stee 
are stored on the docks awaiting ship 
m int to western river points. 
“Ready for transportation to south 
em points are 30,000,000 bushels of coal 
that cannot be moved until the flood 
of the river in a few weeks. 
“Great difficulty is experienced In se 
curing hands enough to transfer much 
of thin tonnage from cars to docks and 
boats. 
In one yard as high as $1.75 a 
day is being paid to shovelers, and they 
tire scarce at that price. 
“The good times that have come to 
the operators and operatives In 
the 
Pittsburg Klondike are not confined to 
the Iron, steel, coal, coke, tin and glass 
fields. 
“From reports to the commercial 
agencies and big dealers the sun of 
prosperity shines upon all kinds 
of 
toilers, 
the 
labor and 
professional 
classes alike. 
It was said Unlay by a 
lawyer and by a leading newspaper 
proprietor that the supply of compe­ 
tent labor In those branches was quite 
as restricted as in 
the 
mines 
and 
mills.” 
It is not very difficult to guess the 
motive of the New York World 
in 
blazoning forth these splendid facts of 
restored prosperity. 
Doubtless the de­ 
sign is to warn Mr. Bryan and 
his 
Demo-Pop following of the futility of 
preaching "16 to I” as an issue in next 
year’s campaign; to present an object 
lesson which shall show that in times 
like these a cheap money crusade will 
fall flat. 
Such, indeed, is the Inevita­ 
ble logic of the World’s showing. But 
it logically demonstrates much more, 
which 
all 
the 
World's 
free-trade 
sophistry cannot obscure or keep down 
—namely, that the industrial Klondike 
that is the rule everywhere throughout 
this country is in great measure the 
product of the policy of protection. In 
sounding the knell of free silver the 
World Is unconsciously arranging for 
the obsequies of free trads.

The Philadelphia Record is another 
newspaper which takes the ground that 
the Democratic party’s best chance of 
success in the presidential election of 
1900 lies in its making the tariff the 
Issue.

"With tariff reform as the Issue, tho 
Democratic party would not only bo 
united, but to its banner would be a t­ 
tracted tens of thousands of voters who 
can no longer be duped with the false 
pretense that protective duties, while 
enhancing the cost of the necessaries 
of living, give labor and high wages to 
workingmen.” 
The fatuity of those who believe that 
any party or any candidate could win 
in I TOO on a platform pledged to the re­ 
peal of the Dingley law and the do­ 
st ruction of tho protective tariff sys­ 
tem Is beyond comprehension. 
If the 
proofs were not ut hand It would lie 
impossible to believe that there were 
any one left in this country who still 
believed in free trade. 
As a matter of 
fart, we believe that the fellows who 
are now crying tariff in the Democratic 
party are low down cowards who want 
to dodge the financial issue. 
That a 
belief In free trade can still exist in 
any one after our experiment with that 
destructive and pauper-producing poli­ 
cy during the Cleveland administration 
almost makes one doubt the truth of 
tho old adage that experience Is the 
best teacher. 
But that any one can 
dream that free trade would be a win 
ning card, can think that the people 
of this country can be led Into making 
another disastrous experiment with It, 
is almost beyond the power of Imagina­ 
tion.

From the Baltimore Sun: 
The old­ 
est and largest tree in Talbot county la 
dead. It has been dying for twenty five 
years or more. 
The tree is 
a 
m a m ­ 
moth tulip poplar in a field of Poplar 
Hill farm, near th* public road leading 
from Easton to Trappe, about a mile 
and a half from Easton. 
The farm has 
been named for the tree for at b-ast 
200 years and is the property of Mrs. 
Edmund U w Rogers, horn Plater, of 
Baltimore, and was part of the orig­ 
inal 
I Hater 
grant 
made 
in 
early 
colonial times. 
Scientific 
men 
who 
have from time to time visited this 
tree have said that It would take at 
least 1,000 years for this species of 
poplar to grow to such size in this lo­ 
cality. 
It stands alone, a picturesque 
feature of the landscape, in an open 
field, and can be seen fur rniles from all 
roads and from the water courses. 
The wonderful size of the tree is In 
the magnitude and height of its trunk. 
Approximately it is 250 feet high and 
twenty feet in diameter. 
The head Is 
comparatively small and the first limb 
is 200 feet from the ground, and it ca r­ 
ries its diameter symmetrically all the 
way up. 
From Its top at night, for 
many venturesome and agile climbers 
have ascended it, the light in Sharp’s 
island lighthouse can be plainly seen. 
A horse and carriage behind it cannot 
he seen front the nearby public road. 
The lightning lias not spared It. 
It is 
seamed and gashed and split by the 
many holts which have also knocked 
huge limbs from 
its 
top. 
Tradition 
says that 200 years ago, which is as 
far hack as tradition claims to have 
known the tree—it is named in land 
deeds 150 years ago 
it had lightning 
marks on it, and even then showed 
signs of failure. 
Three years ago it 
was struck four times in one summer. 
This fierce attack 
undoubtedly 
has­ 
tened its end. 
Well, the giant tree is 
dead. 
The old poplar of Poplar Hill 
probably saw the beginning 
of 
the 
twentieth century and died just before ! 
the beginning of the twentieth. 
It was 
the Mount Shasta of the Talbot.land 
scape.

The old­ 
est and largest tree In Talbot county 1b 
dead. It has been dying for twenty-five 
years or more. 
The tree is 
a 
m am ­ 
moth tulip poplar in a field of Poplar 
Hill farm, near the public road leading 
from Easton to Trappe, about a mile 
and a half from Easton. The farm hag 
been named for the tree for ut least 
200 years and is the property of Mrs. 
Edmund l^aw Rogers, born Plater, of 
Baltimore, and was part of the orig 
inal 
Plater 
grant 
made 
in 
early 
colonial times. 
Scientific 
men 
who 
have from tim e to time visited this 
tree have said th at it would take at 
least 1,000 years for this species of 
poplar to grow to such size in this lo­ 
cality. 
It stands alone, a picturesque 
feature of the landscape, in an open 
field, and can be seen for miles from all 
roads and from the water courses. 
The wonderful size of the tree is In 
the magnitude and height of its trunk. 
Approximately it is 250 feet high and 
twenty feet in diameter. 
T he head is 
comparatively small and the first limb 
is 200 feet from the ground, and it car­ 
ries Bs diameter symmetrically all the 
way up. 
From Its top at night, for 
many venturesome and agile climbers 
have ascended it, the light in S h arp ’s 
island lighthouse can be plainly seen. 
A horse and carriage behind it cannot 
be seen from the nearby public road. 
The lightning has not spared It. 
It is 
seamed and gashed arid split by the 
many bolts which have also knocked 
hu g e limbs from 
its 
top. 
Tradition 
says that 200 years ago, which is as 
far back as tradition claims to have 
known the tree—it is named in land 
deeds 150 years ago 
it had lightning 
m arks on it, and even then showed 
signs of failure. 
Three years ago it 
was struck four times in one summer. 
This fierce attack 
undoubtedly 
has­ 
tened its end. 
Well, the giant tree is 
dead. 
The old poplar of Poplar Hill
